The AK-47 (fig 3) is a short, contact, selective-fired weapon de- 
signed by the Soviets in 1946 which fires a cartridge intemediate In 
power between subeachine gm and rifle cartridges. It has a mild re- 
coil which gives it the capability of delivering effective full auto- 
matic fire lip to 300 aeters. 

In addition to the Soviet Union, the People's Republic of China. 
East Germany, Poland, Bulgaria. Rosania. North Korea , Hungary, and 
Yugoslavia have manufacture the AK'47. The selector markings on the 
right side of the receiver provide a ready means of idonti tying the 
country of origin (fig *]. 

The AK-A7 is produced in two different basic models - one with a 
eonventicnal fixed wooden stock (fig B) and the other with a folding 
neta1 stock (fig 6). The folding stock 1$ used mostly by airborne and 
armor units.

Loddin<] th» Kdqd2ine: Placfe i roidid the feed lips (fi9 8). 

Press 1t doMTi until it locks insioo the M^ezlne. Repeat until maga- 
zine is full (30 rds) . 

Inserting the B»9a;ii>e into the receiver: Cant the magazine for* 
ward so the luQ on the front of the ■agajine en9ages with its recess 
in the magazine well (fig 9); then pull the nagazirte to the reer until 
it snaps into place. 

loading the AK-47: Pull the operating handle (fig 10), fully to 
the rear and release so the lug on the bottaa of Che bolt can strip 
a round frcm the magazine and into the cfteakKr. N0T£: The selector 
(fig 11}, must be in a firing position. 

CALfTTON: Always keep the selector In the safe (upper) position until 
the weapon is ready to be fired. 

firing the AK*A7: Mace the selector on the desired position (au- 
tomatic middle position, and senl-eutoiiatic lower posiclon)(fig 12). 

Aim using a normal sight picture and pu11 the trigger. 

The AK-47 with the ineUl stock can also be fired with the stock 
folded. This is done by pressing the stock latch located on the left 
rear of the receiver (fig 13), swinging the stock down benoith the 
weapon (fig 14), This position is used Mln1y by airborne and armor 
units. 

Innediate action: For a runaway gun, keep the rifle pointed up 
and down range until all anaunition Is expended. Clear the weapon and 
Inspect it to detemlne the cause of the Mlfunction. Immediate ac- 
tion for a misfire is to keep the rifle pointed down range for at 
least ore minute. Then pull the operetimg handle to the rear and 
eject the misfired round. Load a new round and attarpt to fire it. 

If it does not fire, wait one minute and then unload the rifle. In- 
spect to Oetennine the cause of the malfunction. 

Unload! no: Remove the magazine by pressing one magazine catch 
(fig 16) toward the magazine; then swing the laagazine fprvard and out 
of the receiver. Full the operating handle fully to the rear, inspect 
the chamber and receiver. If r« cartridge Is present, release the 
operating handle and pull the trigger (fig 16). 

Zeroing: Set the rear sight for the desired range by pressing in 

on the slide catch and moving the slide bar along the leaf until the 
front edge of the bar is aligned with the line below the number that 
corresponds with the range in laeters (fig 17). 

The front sight post can be screwed io or out of its base to ad- 
just for elevation. The wrerveh in the ccmi>ination tool kit is used 
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for trn's purpose (flQ 18). Lateral zeroing 1s done by Bwvlng the 
cylindrical front sight post aount frtiM side to side using Che lateral 
zeroing Cool (fig 19J. 

If the strike of the bullet is below tbe control point, the front 
sight should be screwed In. If above, it should be screwed out. If 
the strike of the bullet is to the left of the control point, the 
slide of the front sight should be coved to the left; if to the right, 
to the right. 

Noting the front sight slide to the left, right, up or down Inn, 
changes the strike of the bullet 2Scb at 100 ceters. One full turn 
on the front sight post noves the strike of Lhe bullet 20<» when fir- 
ing at 100 neters. front sight post changes should be verified by a 
group of four individually ained $hou. After the weapon has been 
zeroed, the old mark should be recoved afMl a new one written in.

Unloading and clearing tne AK-47: Renove the magazine and pull 

the operating handle fully to the rear. Inspect the charter and re- 
ceiver to insure no cartridges are oresent. Release the operating 
handle and pull the trigger {fig 20). 

Remove the bolt cover: Press the serrated end of tite driving 
spring guide (fig 21 ) into the bolt cower, and Mhile holding the guide 
1 n, 11 ft off the bolt cover, rear end first (fig 22). 

ftemove the driving spring assertly: Push forward on the end of 
the driving spring guide (fig 23), disengaging it frcn Its seat in 
the rea** of the receiver (fig 24); then pull the cwlete driving 
Spring assembly out of the boU carrier (f1g 25). 

Remove bolt and carrier: Pull the operating handle fully to the 
rear (fig 26).

Night Sighting Device: The night sighting device (fig 49) is at' 
tached by snapping ft over the sight. It can be aoved out of the way 
In order to use conventional sights in the deytine. To use this Oe> 
vice, align the Iwinovs dots (fig SC) over each other and on the tar- 
get. aim and fire. 

Blank firing device: The blank firing device Is installed by 
pressing In the muzzle nut locking plunger (fig 51), unscrewing the 
muzzle nut by turning H clocbiise and replacing it with the device 
(fig 52). It 1s removed the sae« way as the nuzzle nut. 

CAUTION: Only blank ammjftition My be fired when the blank fir- 
ing device Is In place. Do not use the cap of the caebination tool 
kit as a blank firing device. 

Hand grenade launcher: The hand grenade launcher is installed by 
removing the muzzle ngt (fig S3) and screwing the launcher onto the 
weapon (fig 64). 

To fire the grenade, Insert a grenade with the pin pulled into 
the launcher. CAUTION: A special type cartridge is used for firing 
the grenade. Place the butt of the weapon on the ground and fire 
frcm this position. The miximm effective range Che grenade can be 
fired Is 160 meters. 

The bayonet (fig 5S) 1s affixed by positioning Its loops in front 
of the nuzzle nut and gas cylinder body, and sliding the bayonet to 
the rear until the bayonet catch engages the uzzle nut (fig 55). 

The bayonet is removed by puTlIng the catch, located behind the hi1t, 
away from the handle and sliding the bayonet forward and off. 

Plastic magazine: The Soviet AK-47 metal magazine is gradually 
being replaced by the plastic magazine (fig 57) which is lighter than 
the metal. The plastic magazine, because It is light weight and wa- 
terproof, is used mainly by Brines, airborne and armor units.

Cdre and cUeMn^: The AiC-47 rifle mit be Icepc fn proper work- 
ing order and be ready for action. This is achieved by tiisely and 
capable cleaning and lubricating. 

TKe AK-d? assault rifle should be cleaned: 

— During preparation for firing. 

••• After firing with ball and blank cartridges. The receiver, bore, 
chamber, gas piston, slide and bolt are cleaned and lubricated lore- 
diately after firing. Final cleaning ukes place daily over the next 
three or four days. 

— - During any coeitat situation and 1n extended exercise; deily dur- 
ing nonconbet action periods. 

— No less then once a week If the rifle Is not used. Oil should be 
placed only on well cleaned and dry neUl surfaces iamedlately after 
cleaning so that noisture is not allowed to foni on the netal. 
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SECTIW VIII. SERVICE MD TRAINTW iWUNlTION 



The AX-47 autoeatic rifle fires tAe 7.62x39n round, K19A3. The 
rounds have varying construction depending upon their purpose. The 
weight of the tullets and their auzzle velocity are selected sc that 
firing *ith the different bullets can be conducted with the sane sight 
settings. Aorarr.ttioo is divided into service and auxiliary types.

Service aevunitlon Is divided into ball cartridges and special 
purpose cartrid9es. 

3all annjnitlon is used to engage ereaiy personnel. 

Special aimnition, depending upon Its construction, is designed 
for target indication and correction of fire, igniting fuel and highly 
Inflairnable objects, and for destroying lightly anaored targets. 

Tracer cartridges art desi^ied for target indication, fire adjust- 
ment, signal purposes and engaging persomet. Tracer buHats can Ig- 
nite straw roofs, dry grass, etc. The path of the bullet is indicated 
by a red flam. The flam can be seen for a distance of 700 meters. 

AF -incendiary cartridges ere used to destroy fuel (kerosene, gaso- 
line) and for destroying targets protected by thin amor plating at 
ranges up to 300 meters. 

Incendiary cartridges are used td destroy fuel In Iron tanks up to 
3 millimeters thick. Incendiary cartridges also contain a tracer ele- 
ment. The path of the bullet Is indicated by a red flam which can be 
seen day or night. It can be seen for a distance up to 700 meters. 

2. Trainlno Awunitlor. curoose and construction 

Training amunition includes drilled and blank 7.62nei rounds, Hi 943. 

Drilled rounds are i^slgned for treinleg In loading and firing. 

On the body or the cartridge case there are longitudinal grooves, and 
on the cartridge case mutn there are aarks from the damping device. 
The primer 1$ pierced. There is no pr^>e11ant in the cartridge case. 

Blank cartridges are designed for sisailatlng fire and are used In 
tactical exercises. There is no bullet in the blank cartridges. The 
mouth is sealed by a star (rosette) crii^. It is dangerous to stand 
closer than 10 meters My fres the sizzle face when blank cartridges 
are being fired. 
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
